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Hundreds of lumilies were bousoless 
by tho late Hoods in tho north of Scot- 
land. 

In Juno, 1875, Great Britain contain- 
ed 1,^74,570 Lovb'oa, against 1,3-10,129 
in 1875. 

In London there fs a fashionable 
form of charity which dispenses spec- 
tacles to the poor. 

Iriloresting to sportsmen is the re- 
cent invention in England for ft sub- 
stitute for powder in "powder-paper," 
paper impregnated with a mixture of 
potassio dhlotatei nitrate, prussiato, 
and chroinate, powdered wood-char- 
coal-, and a little starch. The powder- 
paper is rolled into tho shape of a car- 
tridge of any recpiired length or dia- 
meter. ; 

At a rocent seanco in London, after 
an overture with banjo, bell, and tam- 
bourine, three spirits appeared upon 
tho scene and announced themselves 
as the Apostle Paul, Tom Paine.and a 
little Indian girl. There were detec- 
tives in the audience, and they hugged 
the three ghosts liko bears until the 
lights were turned on. The- apostle 
was then discovered to ho an impostor 
in a white shirt.

Dairy Show, at tho request of tho by- 
standers, tho Aylesbury Dairy Com- 
pany began to supply them with 
draughts of milk at a penny a glass. 
Above 1.00D glasses were sold within 
a few hours, And tho experiment was 
only stopped because tho refreshment 
contractor, finding his counters sud- 
denly deserted, threatened the author- 
ities with an action for damages, con- 
sidering that Bueh sale involved a 
breach of contract with him. 

ViHeount Maidstone is not the only 
British nobleman who has taken tho 
"tiueen's shilling." The heir to an 
Irish peerago lately enlisted, present- 
ing his . recruiting sergeant with ?25, 
somewhat to that gentleman's astonish- 
ment. In Franco the 3'oung Due do 
Z— is, a; yolunteer in a cavalry regi- 
ment, and not long ago a corporal, 
-who was superintending the sweeping 
of tho barrack-room, rebuked thenoblo 
private for tho way he was doing his 
work, and asked him if he fancied ho 
was still swooping his drawing-room ? 

There is great excitement in English 
turf circles ovor tho prosecution by tho 
Jockey Club of two individuals who 
who entered a three-year- 
old mare, named Sphnx, at the Sutton 
Park races, and subsequently as a filly 
named Glance, for tho trial stakes at 
Wolverhampton, .which she won.

Among tlieseare a serier of sixteenth 
th-century drwings ftom life, including 
ono.of the: Dauno.de Poitiers, by Pri- 
maticoio, and ono of tho unlucky Cinq 
Mars by tho poncil of his royal and 
heartless master, Louis XII, himeolf. 
Ono of its' chief treasures is a full- 
length group. in red and black chnlk of 
Admiral do Coligny and his two 
brothers. In the lramo of this is in- 
serted a fragment of tho boll of St. 
Germain i'Auxorrois, which gavo the 
jiigiu»lf dr. the -St. Bartholomew. 

peaking of the financial condition 



of the Earl of Boaconsfield, Mr, Jen- 
nings writes: — "When I was in Am- 
erica I understood that tho circum- 
stances of his life since his wife's death 
were in danger of becoming cdmittered 
through pecuniary troubles, but that is 
not so; an£ had forgotten tho fact that 
an old lady in Wales, who had never 
seen him in her life, let'-, him a largo 
fortune' somo years ago. Moreover, 
ho inherited from his father 
what ho himself describes as a 'com- 
fortable patrimony,' and "his wifo left 
him some money. Then he had his 
salary of £5,000 ft year, and hu livos 
liko a hermit. Tho truth is that ho 
has always been better off than I for- 
merly supposed and than is commonly 
believed, and is now in not tho slight- 
est danger of ovor having to describe 
himself as a poor man." 

Miss Lydia Priscilla Sollon, ono of 
the earliest promoters of sisterhoods 
in the church of England, died a fort- 
night ago. It is about 30 years sinco 
she undertook tho work now associated 
with such institutions — namely, nurs- 
ing the sick and organizing schools for 
the poor and destitute children. Her 
first sphere of operations was Ply- 
mouth and the towns united with it, 
her attention having been called to 
that locality by tho Bishop of Exeter. 
Miss Sellon with her father's consent, 
at once devoted herself and hor fortune 
to the work. In visiting by day and 
night the poverty-stricken rind luwloou 
dens which then abounded, she soon 
found it necessary, both for hor own 
protection and that of othors whojsub- 
sequently joined her, to assume a dis- 
tinguishing black dress, which was 
sanctioned by the Bishop. The three 
towns of|Davenport, Stonehouse anil 
Plymouth were rapidly brought under 
rt systom of district visiting, and 
schools, orphanages, training college 
for sailo'rs and tho old inon's homo, 
were estabhshod, and subsequently a 
penitentiary.

— The defalcations 
of W.B. Barber, assistant accountant 
of the branch of the bank of Montreal 
in this city, aro now more extensive 
than at iirst supposed. The result of 
the investigation made last night by 
the clerks of the bank show tho amount 
missing to be over $o(J,000. The 
greater part of this was in bonds which 
Barber had disposed to the stock- 
brokers in this city. So far as can be 
ascertained tho ill-gotten money was 
all lost in stock speculation. Tho 
prisoner was brought bofoie the Police 
Magistrate this morning and pleaded 
guilty. At his own request he was re- 
mauded for a week. Barber has been 
in tho employ of the Bank for eleven 
years, and during that time ho was 
always regarded as honest and trust- 
worthy.

DELAYED JHSPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 
Constantinople, Jan. 2. — At Monday's 
sitting of tho conference, tho Turks, in ad- 
dition to points already montioued, re- 
fused to accept the proposal that thu offi- 
cial language of oaoh district should bo 
that of tho majority of tho inhabitants 
thereof. 

Tho Marquis of Salisbury addressed the 
couferonco with warmth, condomning tho 
obstinacy of tho Porto. 

Eeports nre confirmed that Ighatieff and 
Salisbury will quit Constantinople if tho 
Porto refuses tho proposals of the powors. 

The Standard's Berlin dispatch «ays: It 
is reported from St. Petersburg that Gen- 
eral Ignatieff has already ro-cmbarkod tho 
archives of tho ombassy. 

Tho Daily News' special from Constan- 
tinople says: Somebody is encouraging 
tho Turks to resist. Soruo boliovo Austria 
is doing so socretly. 

A Yionua dispatch statos that Ignatieff 
voted for prolongation of tho armistice on 
tho understanding that it should apply 
only to Servia and Montenegro, ami no 
hostilities carried [on elsewhere should bo 
considered in violation of the engagement. 

Tho Times' correspondent at Paris, dis- 
cussing tho various rumors concerning 
the condition of tho' Russian army, says 
tho truth is tho army continues to bo or- 
ganized w : ith great rapidity. Tho men 
are neither so frightened or so discourag- 
ed as they have beeu represented to bo, 
and will bo perfectly ready to take the 
Hold in two months, provided a capable 
General is placod at their head. Tho great 
complaint of Grand Duke Nicholas is in- 
efficiency. The moderation of Russia ltt 
not causod by military weakness, but by a 
desire to throw tho blame of. provoking 
war on Turkey. 

Constantinople, Jan. 1.— At Satur- 
day's sitting of couferonco, after thoTurks 
announced that thoir counter proposals 
wero not ready, Count Shaudardy, French 
plenipotentiary, addressed the couferonco, 
pointing out that tho propositions of 
European representatives contained noth- 
ing contrary to the integrity of tho Otto- 
man empire., Gen. Ignatioff doclarod that 
Russia had mado every concession 
order to arrive at au understanding. ll 
was to Turkey's interest to accept thr m i- 
posals of tho porrovo. T.nrrl SaliabU' v rtud 
tho Austrian nnd Italian representatives 
expressed approval of theso statements. 
Hopes of a peaceful solution contiuuo. 
Plenipotentiaries appear disposed to make 
concessions in matters of detail. Tho 
Greek onvoy has informed Sir H. G. 
Elliott that Greece will subordinate hor 
Eastern policy to that of England. Tho 
Marquis of Salisbury has promised tho 
Cretan delegate that ho will considor the 
claims of the Cretes. It is stated that tho 
Porto is willing to concede that tho gov- 
ernors of tho insurgent provinces shall bo 
Christians. 

Berlin, Jan. 5. — Tho Emperor has is- 
sued an ordor forbidding German officers 
on active lists from entering tho RuEBiafl 
army. Tho federal council has mado im- 
portant concessions to Alsace and Lor- 
raine, having agreed to proposals that 
measures passed by the provincial board 
of representatives, if approved by the 
federal council, shall booomo laws with- 
out previous approval of tho Gorman par- 
liament. 

Madrid, Jan. 4. — The oxlradition trea- 
ty between Spain and tho United States 
has been concluded, aud will bo Bigned 
to-morrow. Tho treaty specilies 20 of- 
fences for which persons accused may bo 
extradited, and is tho most comprehen- 
sive which has yet boon entered into by 
tho United States. 

London, Jan. 5. — It is reported tho 
Anchor line steamer Assyria', which ar- 
rived at Glasgow Jan. 3rd, jettisoned a 
part of her cargo on tho passage. 

The official Gazette annonncos that the 
English minister at Teheran telegraphs 
that in consequence of apprehended sear- 
city, exportation of grain from Bushiero 
and tho Persian Gulf is prohibited. 

Copenhagen, Jan. 2. — The lirst railway 
accident in Denmark involving loss of 
life, occurred to day near Horseno. A 
train containing a hundred laborers ran 
off the track. Nino persons wero killed 
aid thirty severely wounded. 

P.vitts, Jan. 2. — A tremondous galo has 
been raging on the Atlantic coa4 of 
France. Two villages woro' threatened 
with destruction by high water. Sevoral 
lives wore lost. One of tho telegraph 
cables between Franco and England has 
parted. 

Loudon, Jan. 2. — A galo of unprece- 
dented violence prevailed on the southern 
coast of England yesterday. Tho Dover 
pior was partially destroyed ; damage es- 
timated at 8150,000. At East Bourne 
thero was great destruction and tho loss 
foots up $05, 000. Nearly every town on 
the southern coast from Dover to Ports- 
mouth was partially inundated by llle 
high tide, and furniture was washed out 
of houses. 

Disastrous floods, causod by tho heavy 
rains, are still reported throughout tho 
country. 

CHINA. 

Shanghai, Jan. 4. — The Courier slates 
that the Spanish minister has broken off 
relations with tho Chinese Government, 
I a Spanish fleet has been ordered to 
China. The cause, of the rupture is not 
positively known. Sumo say a difJlcuUj 
has grown out of the unsettled chains and 
thoso connected with thu Cuban coolio 
question! 

CENTRAL AMERICA. 

Panama , Jan. 21.— Ex-Prosidout Guar- 
dia, of Costa Rica, is about to visit Guar- 
dia and Salvador, for tho purposo of in- 
ducing thoso Statos to unite with Costa 
Rica in a war against Nicaragua. Presi- 
dent Herrara, of Costa Rica, by deoree 
abolished tho press and placed every 
printing ofhoo in tho country under direct 
control of the authorities. 

Another battlu occurred in tho Statu of 
Canaio, Republic of Colombo. Liborals 
ilaini tho victory, but lost somo promi 
nont officers, Tho loss of each side in the

Tho murderess of Josepbson, Antonia 
Von Apponig, was found this evening so- 
oreted under a house on Sutter street, 
whore it was ascertained sho had lain two 
days without food or drink. The retreat 
in which sho had secreted hersolf was not 
more than two feet in height. Tho fami- 
ly who found hor took hor into tho lionso 
and called medical attendance, which hor 
exhausted condition rendered necessary, 
and on ascertaining who she was, sent hor 
to the city prison hospital. She appoari 
perfectly sane, but much emaciated and 
sull'ei ing from exposure and privatiou. 
In appearance, sho is of slight bnild, with 
rather coarse features. The chargo of 
murder now lies against her, which will 
be investigated when hor physical condi- 
tion permits.

a knife to kill her by severing tho artories, 
and that iiu doubt believing lie had ac- 
complished \\in object ho shot hiniBolf. 
She alec- stated that as soon ns he had 
shot himself ahu ran out of tho house. 
Sho would, she said, havo married him, 
but ho did not bohavo liko a gentleman. 
I t, has been ascertained that Antonio and 
her brother woro illegitimate children of 
a Gorman count named Von Apponigjthat 
her brother, on hor account, killod one 
of her unclos, and in his flight to this 
country was assisted by Josephsou. He 
subsequently came to Now York, and 
thence hero, receiving somo assistance 
from Joaophson who was then employed 
on tho steamer Granada. Sinoo bIio camo 
hero, she has boon employed as a domes- 
tic in several families who speak well of 
her.

A REFORMED MAYOR AND 

COUNCIL ! 





Return of Mr. Drake and 
Five Reformed Coun- 
cilors!! 

Yesterday was a day of unwonted ox- 
citeinout iu Victoria, for tho groin battle, 
for which tho supporters of tho present 

Mayor 'Hill COUUUll ami tLioir o[,j,o»»o«»to 

had baen ^repairing for many weeks thon 
cumo off. The morning broke chill unci 
dismal, amid a .smart fall of rain, which 
continued until noon. Although tho polls 
did not open until too o'clock, tho move- 
ments of-iho various Committees com- 
menced with tho dawn and were continu- 
ed with unremitting activity until tho 
hour of closing at -1 p.m. The ward polls 
were opened on Broad street near Yates, 
on Johnson Btreet^n'ear Government, and 
at ^he Town Hull. The arrangements 
wor* cm-rind out under tho superinten- 
dence of Mr. W. K. Hull, tho vetoruu lio- 
turning Officer, and were of oourso per- 
fect. The voting being by ballot, com- 
partments wore litted up at each poll for 
tho convenience of voter*, where the might 
murk their ballots in strict privacy. Tho 
names of hbout 30 ladio's appear on tho 
roll, about 12 of whom voted. It was 
nmuaiug to observe the activity and 
iutorost of R ttepayers who on pre- 
vious occasions had hold badk and 
soldoirj troubled themselves about voting. 
It was ea»y to be seen thattho warnings thut 
had been sounded through the medium of 
an Independent Press had bad their effect, 
and that too long supine citizous had at 
last made up their minds that this fair 
city should not remain under tho present 
rale— at loust, not without a sharp 
struggle, Tin* was a good, a healthy 
sign, and wo could not help thinking, as 
wo contemplated tho busy, moving 
throngs that, bo the result what it might, 
the day for stolid indifference as to who 
should occupy the Civic chairs had do- 
parted forever. 

Tho Reformers polled nearly their en- 
tiro strength boforo 2 p.m., at whioh hour 
the friends of tho Corporation wore work- 
ing with renewed vigor, and continu- 
ed ' their efforts without relaxation 
until tho close of tho poll. So far 
us tho polling went, tho eloctiou was 
conducted with tho utmost fairness; bnt 
there are rumors of instances of gross 
irrogalarity on tho part of tho opponents 
of Reform which may yet need Bifting 
and wholesome exposure. Tho publican 
interest was cast in favor of Drummond, 
with, perhaps, tlio exception of 12 or 14 
votes. Why we cannot well understand, 
eiuce during Mr. Drummond's reign tho 
number of liquor licenses has boen large- 
ly increased to tho injury of old-establish- 
ed houses. Tho bulk of tho property- 
holder's voted. for Drake, and their in- 
fluence and votes told as will bo seen by 
tin sequel. At tho close of tho polls the 
hallotboxes from JohuFon and Yates St. 
Wards were conveyed to the Town Hall. 
A large number of poisons congregated 
about the Hall, and with ears pressed 
against every crevice, tried to sattior an 
idea as to tho result. The ballots catrt 
for the Mayoralty were lirat countod, and 
at 25 minutes to 7 o'clock tho following 
oflicial announcement was made:

Court of Revision and Appeal. 

[Boron A. T. t). MoEmen, Esq.] 

Tuesday, January 9th . 
This Court sat yestorday and disposed 
of a number of cases. 

Tho following important decision re- 
lating to tho taxation of personal property 
outside of tho Province was given: 

Bank of BbitishCoIiUMBia. — Tho con- 
tention is that the sum of 8218,000 being 
dobts duo from other banks should be 
exempt from taxation under sub-section 
15 of see 8. Tho words aro : "All 
property, real or personal, which is 
eituato out of this Province." Accord- 
ing to sec 4, the term "personal estate" 
and "personal property" include "ac- 
counts and debts" at their actual value." 
Now, theso dobts aro owned hero. They 
cannot bo said in tho languago of sub- 
notion 15 to bo "situate" out of tho Prov- 
ince in tho sense thut land, merchandise, 
cattlo, &C, could he so considered, as tho 
latter could clearly bo so described. Tlio 
object of tho Legislature seems to have 
been to guard against property being 
taxed twice, and thereforo it provided 
that property, real or personal, situate out 
ot the Province, should bo exempt from 
taxation hero, as it would bo liable to 
taxation where situate. The amount 
uuder consideration, is not only under 
a similar law to our own — exempt from 
taxation om ut li.u riuiiu^ i...c , t 
would absolutely exompt from taxation 
an equal amount from tho assets of tho 
bank, owing tho debts of this bank, it 
being a chargo upon their assets. To 
illustrate: Snppose a similar assessment 
law to exist where these debts aro claim- 
ed to be— unlike the case of the lands, 
merchandize and cattle, which could bo 
taxed there — tho assessor would bo met 
with the answer : "Theso are debts duo 
from us, and ehargoable upon, and to bo 
deducted from our personal estate or 
assets." Consequently no nsses«iiipnt 
could bo made there, and if tho dobts 
ennnot 1)0 a«sossed hero, they evade tax- 
ation altogether, whereas sec. '.), with its 
sub section 2, subjects personal estate to 
one-fifth of ono par cent, of its assessed 
value. I am of opinion this assessment 
should bo subject to taxation.

LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES. 

EUROPE • 
London, Jan. 6.— A Berlin correspon- 
dent of tho "Times' telegraphs that tho 
RusBmn government has ordered the 
preparation of our hundred and fifty 
railway carriages for transportation of 
siok aud wounded. Tho • Standard V 
correspondent at Vienna states the 
military authorities . of Galicia and 
Transylvania Lave received orders to 
bring thoir armaments and accoutre- 
ments up to tho full complement as 
soon as possible. Tho severity of tho 
financial crisis in Russiais shown by tho 
fact thut tho municipality of Odessa, 
one of tho richest iu Russia, is unable 
to pay tho salaries of officials. 

London, Jan. C— The 'Full Mull 
Gazette' says: Never has more uncer- 
tainty or confusion prevailed than at 
the present momont. It is cloar tho 
committee of foroign statesmen assem- 
bled in Constantinople has itself filed 
into much disorder, and that if the 
Turks aro only resolute enough at thin 
hour, ana are tnerHamir truly solici- 
tous and speedy in establishing the re- 
form constitution they may boast of 
having dofoatod and silenced all Eu 
rope. Russia has ordered 14 Krupp 
11-iuch gnus for Cronatadt. 

Paris, Jan. G. — The largest sugar 
refinery of Nantes has stopped work 
for want of raw material, Manyothor 
houses havo discharged their work- 
men. 

LoNDOjt., Jan. G.— Amount of bullion 
withdrawn from Bank of England on 
balance -to-day, £440,000. 

Bucaarkst, Jan. G. — Russian officers 
are reconnoiterlng tho Lower Danube 
to find crossing places and ships are 
concentrating to aid . in crossing. 
Tho Roumanian Senate adopted a re- 
solution declaring that tho rights of 
Roumania shall remain intact and call- 
ing upon thogoveruinent to maintain 
them in a manner worthy of tho state. 

London, Jan. G.— The Pora corres- 
pondent of the 'Times' writes January 
1st: I am still of tho opinion the Turks 
will ultimately givo in; but thore is no 
doubt tho great trump card iutonded 
to bo playod as a last resort, viz. that 
of a declaration of war by Russia, has 
turned out to bo no trump at all. 
Everything iu the attitude of tho St. 
Petersburg cabinet and tho conduct of 
Ignatiefl, the Russian plenipotentiary 
hero, contributes to the bolief that 
Russia is afraid to go to war. Tho 
Russian ambassador, iu fact, says that 
tho affair could only be settled by joint 
European occupation, thus roverting to 
a proposal made by tho Czar two 
months ago. The Turks are likely to 
romain unmanngablo aud stubborn so 
long as they boliovo the conference 
will broak up without result other than 
leaving them master of the situation. 

London, Jan. 6.; — Plenipotentiaries 
will prepare immediately thoir reply 
to tho memorandum road by Sofot 
Pasha for presentation to tho Porte on 
Monday. A Vienna correspondent of 
the 'Standard' says there have boen 
several exocutions in tho Russian mo- 
bilized regiments bocauso of gross 
breaches of discipline and revolution- 
ary meetings. No power except Rus- 
siais likely permanently to withdraw 
its ambassador in tho event of a fail- 
ure of the conference. 

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, Jan. 6. — Another 
Russian gunboat, tho Toutigouso, has 
arrived. Six moro are coming. 

• EASTERN STATES. 
Nkw York, Jan. G.— The steamer 
Aiichovia, which arrived hero to-day 
brought tho Captain and crew of the 
schooner Scotia from St. Johns for 
Cataliua. The crow woro in a wrotoh- 
ed condition, having boen on tho 
water loggedvoasol for hftoon days. 

Nkw York, Jan. 7.— Tlio World's Wash- 
ington dispatch says somo weeks ago or- 
ders woro issued from Washington trans- 
ferring General Hancock to the Pacifio 
Coast and Sheridan from Chicago to this 
city, succooding Gen. Hancock, and di- 
recting Gen. MoDowoll, lately assigned 
tlio division of the Paoific, to -romain in 
Now York. This publication croated 
much comment, and although tho trans-

cord at the War Department, covering
